Men who are to continue the Y’s part 
of the campaign in state, county, city, 
town and district, the campaign cabi- 
net and the publicity powers, closed 
the deliberations Monday afternoon 
with “little conventions,” at which the 
peculiar problems of each respective 
community were analyzed and sifted 
out. 

The organizations to conduct the 
campaigns in the state laid down final 
plans. In fact, all the composite parts 
of the Y's fund-raising machine were 
fitted together. John J. Eagan, chair- 
man of the executive committee for

MINED ROAD ASPHALT 


Fulton Road Experts Inspect 
Kentucky Rock Asphalt for 
Road Work Here. 


W. M. Poole, chairman of the public 
works committee of the Fulton county 
commission; Jeff T. Hightower, mem- 
ber of the committee, and William A, 
Hansell, Jr., county construction en- 
gineer, returned Monday morning from 
a week’s inspection tour of pavings, 
which trip was made with the hope 
of finding a good substitute for con- 
crete paving. On account of the gov- 
ernment’s having taken over all cement 
for war work, it will be impossible for 
the commission to put down any more 
concrete pavement. 

The trip was made by automobile to 
Bowling Green, Ky., where Kentucky 
rock asphalt is mined like rock, then 
crushed and distributed. 

“We inspected this pavement with 
much eare and interest,” stated Mr. 
Poole, “and I think that it is the pav- 
ing for us to use in Fulton county now 
that we cannot lay concrete.* We ex- 
amined some of this paving that had 
been down four days, and some that 
had been in use for four years and 
found that it had worn very lJittle. 

“tl. can be laid at 20 per cent less 
cost than asphalt and costs $11 per ton. 
The only trouble that we will have is 
in getting it shipped. 

“I saw practically no new work be- 
ing done on roads outside of Georgia. 
The other states seem to be confining 
their road work to repair work. We 
found the roads in Georgia better than 
the roads in Tennessee and Kentucky.

Discussion of the military commit- 
tee's work-or-fight amendment was in 
progress when the senate adjourned. 
Other important questions in contro- 
versy left over for settlement tomor- 
row included several proposals for ex- 
empting or restricting the service of 
‘youths under 21. 

Free education of boys under 21 who 
enlist or are drafted is provided for in 
an amendment by Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, adopted during today’s de- 
bate. Under its terms youths would be 
permitted to enter educational insti- 
tutions at gioovernment expense for a 
period equaling their military service, 
not to exceed two years. 

Work-or-Fight Amendment. 

In discussing the Thomas work- -or> 
| fight amendment, which was added to 
the house draft of the bill by the sen- 
ate military committee, Senators Jones 
of Washington and Cummins of Iowa 
both declared they believed the pres- 
ent law covers all the exigencies which 
the amendment is intended to touch, 
the latter adding he believed some re- 
strictions such as through heavy tax- 
ation should be imposed on employers 
placing unfair conditions on their em- 
ployees. 

While admitting that the existing 
law, if construed properly, would have 
the desired effect of meeting the pres- 
ent . situation and make all persons;

Agreement Is Reached for 
the Passage of National. 
Prohibition Legislation Ef- 
fective on That Date. 


Washington, August 26.—Nation-wide 
“bone dry” prohibition, effective July 
1, 1919, and continuing during the war 
at least loomed today as a strong prob- 
ability through compromise in congress. 

An agreement for passing of legisia- 
tion to stop sales of all intoxicating 
beverages on that date, leaders Of both | 
wet and dry factions in the senate 
stated tonight seemed to be in sight. 
President Wilson was represented as 
not opposing the legislation and sena- 
tors believed the house would accept 
the proposal under negotiation. A def- 
inite “gentlemen’s agreement in the 
senate is expected in a few days. 

The war-time prohibition bill pend- 
ing in the senate came up for con- 
sideration today under the consent 
agreement made several weeks ago giv- 
ing it right of way until disposed of, 
but was temporarily displaced while 
the senate proceeded with the man 
power bill. Then leaders supporting 
and fighting the prohibition legislation 
proceeded with corridor and cloakroom 
discussions on the compromise. 

As it*now stands the bill would stop 
Sale of intoxicants January 1 next. At 
President Wilson’s suggestion, accord- 
ing to Senator Sheppard, of Texas, pro- 
hibition advocate, postponement of the 


date was agreed to with spokesmen of 
both factions. The presidént, it was 


stated, believes additional time should 
be given for financial and other adjust- 
ments. 

In today’s negotiations most of the 
prohibition advocates were agreeable to 
fixing July 1 as the date. They first 
insisted that it should be April 1, but 
a majority. were said to have consented 
to the ter date. Opponents of the 
legislation were declared to be con- 
vinced that it cannot be defeated, and 
to be satisfied with the proposed ex- 
tension of time. 

Formal conclusion of an agreement or 
expected to pave the way for passage 
of the bill by the senate late this week 
or early next week.

The letter added: 

“Oh, poor Germany, only the dead 
at the front have forgotten this swin- 
dle.” 

Another letter said: 

“This can not last much 
while still another German wrote: 
“Our losses greatly exceed all the 
drafts. Germany is sure to lose very 
s0o0n.”’ 

It is a fact that many letters taken 
from prisoners, whether written by 
them to be posted home or reteived by 
them from civilians in the interior of 
Germany, are in the same line. A Ger- 
man in Berlin chided his brother at 
the front about making rapid prog- 
ress to the rear. He then predicted 
that the war was surely coming to an 
end ang that with the allies then mak- 
ing an economic war, Germany would 
be ruined. 

Many of these letters were written 
before the British began their drive.

British Gain More in Five 
Days in Present Drive 
Than They Did in Five 
Months at the First Bat- 
tle of Somme—Ludendorff 
Has Waited Too Long.

New York, August 26.—(Special.)— 
There is no mistaking the fact that the 
whole German resistance at critical 
points shows signs of cracking, and I 
am informed from Paris that there is a 
very general belief in that city that 
the Hindenburg line will bein allied 
hands by October 1. This is obviously 
extreme criticism, but it finds an in- 
teresting confirmation in the message 
Clemenceau has just addressed to the 
general councils of France. The Ger- 
man is still fighting bravely and with 
skill and determination, but the hope- 
ful and significant thing is that, de- 
spite his colossal efforts, he is being 


The British offensive south of Arras, 
which developed last week and is still 
going forward unchecked, has now ex- 
tended to the scene of the battle of 


singe August 8. The proof of this is 
the frank statement in the German 
official statement of Saturday that 
Ludendorff has accepted battle before 
Bapaume and in front of the old Hin- 
denburg line. Having accepted battle 
probably because he was unable to 
make a successful retreat, he has been 
beaten and driven straight across the 


engagement which will hereafter be of 
the utmost interest to all students of 
the campaign of 1916. 

Haig’s Second Chance on Somme. 

Rarely, if ever, has a general had a 
chance to try again on a battlefield 
identical in front and extended under 
conditions closely resembling that of 
his first trial. 

Marlboscough once maneuvered over 
what was a century later to be the 
field of -Waterloo, but no battle was 
there joined. In the middle of last 
week, however, Haig looked eastward

Opened his first battle of the Somme 


on July 1, 1916. From Arras to the 
Somme, save in a little corner about 
Gommecourt and another narrow area 
before Albert, the lines were the same. 
But consider the difference now. In 
November, 1916, the Germans still 
clung to a corner of the Thiepval ridge 
and in the famous Schwaben redoubt 
while the British advance up _ the 
Bapaume road from Albert had not 
much passed Lesars. Half a million 
casualties and five months of desper- 


ried Rawiinson’s army to the outskirts 
of Bapaume and only in November did 
Beaumont-Hamel fall. Miraumount was 
untaken and remained untaken until 
the German retreat in March, 1917. 

But now, five days after Byng struck, 
Bapaume is reached, the Germans‘ have 
surrendered Thiepval with all three of 
its redoubts; Mouquet farm, Martin- 
puch, all the positions famous in the 
deadliest phase of the first Somme, are 
in British hands, and the evacuation of 
the whole ef the old Somme battlefield 
is going forward rapidly and under 
pressure which is manifestly disorgan- 
izing the German forces. Every day's 
official report narrates the capture of 
a half a dozen positions, each of which 
was the scene of weeks of effort in 
1916. Highwood, Contalmaisot, Mam- 
etz and its woods, all these have fal- 
len. 

Change in Haig’s Strategy. 

We shall do well to recognize the 
change in Haig’s strategy because it is 
memorable, in view of the older strug- 
gle. In 1916 he struck east from Gom- 
mecourt to Fricourt and: north from 
Fricourt to Mariacourt, seeking to force 
the Germans out of all the long line 
of heights and fortified positions from 
Sepre right down to the Somme and 
curving about the Thiepval or Albert 
ridge, known in all reports as the ridge. 
In that battle and in the later cam- 
paign, Haig sought to turn the Ger- 
mans out of the ridge position by a 
flanking movement from the south, aft- 
er his first thrust had been checked 
everywhere save between Fricourt and 
Mariacourt. 

But in 1918 he has worked at the 


other end of the line. He has struck 
toward Bapaume from north and west 
of the Ancre and his progress of four 
days has accomplished more than his 
fighting of five months achieved in 
1916 


As it now stands, the Germans oc- 
cupy a great, buige from Croisilles to 
the edge of Coucy le Chateau, a bulge 
which at points is twenty miles deep 
between the present front and the 
Hindenburg line. But at the two ex- 
tremities the successful pushes of 
Byng and Mangin have almost reach- 
ed that line itself. Moreover, in the 
long stretch between these two points 
the German lines have been shattered 
and the German retreat being harried 
and hustled at the cost of much ma- 
terial and many prisoners. 

Allied Attack Spreading. 

It is easential.to recognize, further, 
that, while the allied blows have 
hitherto been limited to the front be- 
tween Rheims and Arras and more re- 
cently to the sectors between Arras 
and Soissons, there is every probahil- 
ity that in due course of time we shall 
see blows by Haig’s two armies, those 
of Horne and Plumer nor of Arras, 
and not improbably by the Americans 
between Rheims and Soissons, and by 
Gouraud’s army east of Rheims. The 
latest extension of Byng’s atfack 
north of the Scarpe is a plain hint of 
this, and if such blows should win any 
considerable success, the Germans 
would be automatically turned out of 
the Hindenburg line and compelled to 
retire upon the line of the Meuse, or 
that is to the Franco-Belgian frontier. 

Ludendorff’s situation is not yet des- 
perate, but it is becoming exceedingly 
perilous. He has been unable or un- 
willing to imitate Hindenburg’s method 
and make a swift retreat to the line on 
which the old marshal stood from 
March, 1917, to the spring of this year. 
He has instead lingered and procrggti- 
nated as Napoleon did in eastern’ der- 
many in the early summer of 1913, hop- 
ing for a victory, expecting a turn of 
the tide and thus moving reluctantly to- 
ward Liepsic, which was the ruin of 
his empire and the doom of his Euro- 
pean supremacy. 

Lingering, Ludendorff has suffered 
heavy local defeats and an ever mount- 
ing wastage in men and material. 
He is not inflicting greater losses upon 
Foch than he is suffering. On the con- 
trary, his losses are far more consider- 
able, and the morale of his army’ is 
beraking down under steady retreats, 
not a single retirement like that after 
the second Marne, which was orderly, 


and left his soldiers with the sense of 
strategic movement, but retreats after 


Nor can we now dismiss: the German | 


local defeats, each of which increased 


the depression and ccidiahliiies of his 
army ‘and increased the sense of — 
ority felt by foes. 

Battle for Hindenburg Line. 

We have sfill to: keep our feet solid- 
ly on the ground, despite the amazing 
turn of events and the ever-growing 
magnitude of our successes. The de- 
cisive stage of our campaign, or our 
offensive of this year, has not yet 
come. It cannot come unti] the battle 
for the Hindenburg line begins. That 
battle may begin at any moment, but 
if it does it will bé on new fields, 
north of Arras, or east of Rheims, or 
in both regions, thus recalling the 
double thrust of Champagne and loss 
in 1915. In a word, Ludendorffs cen- 
ter is now that beaten host retiring 
upon the Hindenburg line, which of- 
fers it a possible rallying ground. 

But in the nature of things an allied 
attack upon the flanks, turning the 
Hindenburg line and abolishing the po- 
sition-the beaten center is retiring to 
in manifest disorder is the stroke to 
be executed. If it comes, then it will 
be followed by a real disaster, for the 
beaten center will then have no respite 
short of the Meuse, and this means a 
new retreat without any chance to re- 
organize and rest. 

All now depends upon two things— 
the extent to which the center can be 
harred and demoralized before it gets 
to the Hindenburg line and the abil- 
ity of Foch to strike on the flanks 
and thus abolish the German line in 
France from Lille and Verdun. 

Next Twe Weeks Critical. 


A more interesting and more criti-‘ 


cal fortnight than that which is before 
us is impossible to imagine. More 
than this, recognizing how futile are 
forecasts at such a time, we can yet 
see that events are at least tending 
rapidly toward producing another 
‘Leipsic, not a Sedan or even Jena, but a 


Leipsic, a defeat which threw Napoleon, 


back into France and settled the fate 
of his ten years’ struggle for the su- 
premacy in Europe. 

Watch the flanks; keep track of 
the prisoners and guns taken; by con- 
trast pay relatively little attention to 
ground gained on front 
denburg line. This is the advice all 
military commentators are giving to- 


day. The present hour is the best since 


the war ‘began for the allied cause.

THE “WORK OR FIGHT” LAW. 


In his sermon last Sunday night Rev. J. 
W. Ham, pastor of the Tabernacle Baptist 
church in this city, stated unequivocably 
that Atlanta is today harboring “not less 
than 2,000 men between 16 and 55 who are 
loafers pure and simple.

Even if there is one such man to be 
found in Atlanta, to say nothing of.2,000, the 
number is too great by one, and the new 
“work or fight” law, to become effective 
September 1, is amply justified. 

While one part of the population i3 un- 
dergoing the hardships, the uncertainties, 
and exposing itself to the extreme perils 
of war; and another part is striving val- 
iantly and undergoing physical privations at 
home in order to sustain the fighters in the 
field, there is no rightful place in any pa- 
triotic community for even one industrial 
slacker, professional idler or loafer. 

That there are such in Atlanta, just as 
Mr. Ham says there are, none can dispute. 
Nor is it to be inferred that Atlanta is an 
exceptional Georgia community in this re- 
gard. It is only reasonable to take for 
granted—especially in view of reports from 
elsewhere—that the conditions that prevail 
here are more or less general throughout 
the state. ; 

All over Georgia fields and industries 
are suffering for want of labor, while man- 
power is wasting in idleness. A part of the 
people is striving at the rate of 100 per cent 
of endeavor, either by fighting or working, 
to win the war and safeguard human lib- 
erty; while another part is not only doing 
nothing to help, but actually hindering by 
its idleness. 

It is to correct such a situation that this 
splendid law was enacted; and in accord- 
ance with it Governor Dorsey has issued a 
proclamation summoning the whole popula- 
tion of Georgia to support it and make it 
of maximum effectiveness. 

This law is essentially a democratic 
measure—as much so as the conscription 
jaw of the federal government. Like the 
latter, it applies to all of the citizens within 
its purview, rich and poor. alike, white and 
black. No one is exempted, no one is fa 
vored; and, if properly enforced, no man 
can be done an injustice under it. 

It behooves every official, every peace 
officer and every war-conscious citizen of 
every Georgia community now, in response 
to the lofty and patriotic appeal of the gov- 
ernor, to get behind their government and 
co-operate to the fullest extent of their 
possibilities in making this progressive and 
timely act productive of the great benefit— 
to the world, the nation, the state and the 
local community—that is its objective. 


SPAIN ON THE BRINK. 


Ever since the Germans launched their 
submarine campaign of frightfulness—their 
policy .of sink-and-leave-no-trace, regardless 
of nationality—Spanish, like all other neu- 
tral shipping, has suffered heavily from the 
renegade outlawry of the Hun U-boat com- 
manders. 

The same barbarous marine practices 


that drove America into the:war have been god is

visited upon practically every other mari- 
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time nation not in league with the central 
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From time to time Spain has protested 
to Berlin; but as a rule the protest over 
the torpedoing of one Spanish ship by a 
German submersible has been virtually fg- 
nored by the Hun government and forgotten 
with the sinking of the next. 

Finally, however—a few days ago—Spain 
sent what is virtually an ultimatum to Ber- 
lin, announcing that henceforth it will be 
the policy of the Spanish government for it, 
every time a Spanish ship is sunk by Ger- 
many, to seize in return for the craft de- 
stroyed one of the numerous German ‘ships 
that are lying interned in Spanish ports for 
the duration of the war in accordance with 
international law. : 

Germany, of course, resents that, holding 
to its “divine right” to sink and destroy 


any ship under any flag that its marine 


murderers may encounter; and the result 
is that Spain appears to be on the verge of 
declaring that a state of war exists between 
the Spanish and the German government! 

German newspapers virtually concede as 
much, one of them declaring boldly that 
“Spain’s threat means a step away from 
the path of neutrality,” and that “the Span- 
ish note must be considered by the German 
people as an unfriendly act!” 

In other words, Germany takes the po- 
sition that for Spain to notify the Prussian 
war lords that they must desist from their 
practice of ruthlessly sinking Spanish ships 
and murdering innocent Spaniards at will is 
an evidence of unfriendliness on the part of 
Spain toward Germany. That is, that such 
protest constitutes an “unfriendly act,” 
which, in international legal parlance, means 
a casus belli! . 

Well and good! 

It is to be hoped that Spain will not per- 
mit hersalf to be bullied by the Hun auto- 
crats into a recession from its position, but 
will stand firmly; and, if the Hun wants 
Spain added to the long list of his belliger- 
ent enemies, let him have it! 

Spain, as a matter of fact, has every- 
thing to gain and positively nothing to lose 
by joining forces with the anti-Prussian 
belligerents—the forces of civilization. 

The same is true to a large extent of all 
the nations still remaining neutral. Further- 
more, Prussianism is as.much a menace to 
each one of them as it ever was to any one 
of the anti-Prussian belligerents; and each 
one of them will be as much benefited by the 
crushing of Prussianism as will the nations 
that are making the sacrifices of blood and 
treasure to bring about that result. When 
the Hun monster is crushed and the war is 
won, the rights and liberties of all of the 
nations of the earth, big and Httle, will 
have been safeguarded and made secure— 
none profiting above another; whereas, 
should the Hun triumph—a thing that is 
supposable only for argument’s sake!—the 
freedom, if not: the very life, of none of 
them could be depended upon from one day‘s 
end to another’s. 

Therefore, those nations which are still 
holding out, anchored to the policy of neu- 
trality, while almost daily suffering at the 
hands of the German government insults 
and depredations, every one constituting a 
just cause for war, are not doing their part 
to “make the world safe for democracy” 
and for themselves, any more than is the 
man at home who evades the draft and re- 
fuses to work. 2 

We call such a man a “slacker!” 

Now that Spain is dragging her anchor, 
with glowing prospects that the chain is 
about to part, the forces of civilization have 
cause to feel hopeful, not only that Spain 
alone may join us, but that one by one the 
other remaining neutrals may follow suit. 

It is not because of its own fighting 
strength that Spain’s, or any other of the 


neutral nations, entrance into the war would 


be welcome, So far as that goes, none of 
them is strong enough militarily to have 
any appreciable effect upon the outcome; 
and the war will be won handily enough 
with the line-up as it stands. 

But the point is that every ounce of 
pressure that can be thrown against the 
Hun and every square mile of territory that 
can bé closed to the Hun as enemy ground, 
helps by just that much to hearten the civ- 
ilized world, dishearten and harass its foe, 
and to hasten the end of the whole terrible 
conflict! 


WHY DISCRIMINATE? 


A general cut in rates to army and navy 
officers has been announced by the leading 
hotels of New York. 

Which announcement is refreshing and 
encouraging. Such a policy is commendable 
and fine and it should be emulated the 
country over. 7 

But why limit the reduction to officers 
only? 

What about the buck privates and the 
bluejackets? | 

Is not their status fully as honorable, 
and the character of their service fully as 
worthy—not to say patriotic and necessary 
—as that of their officers? 

If there is any class of patriots to which 
honor, deference and preference should be 
shown by the public and by business insti- 
tutions it is that class pledged to fight and 
to die if necessary for the protection of the 
public and of our democratic institutions: 
The uniformed land and marine forces. 

It would be only appropriate and fair, 
and it would only intensify the national pa- 
triotism, were the policy adopted by the ho- 
tel proprietors of New York to be applied 
to all branches and lines of business every- 
where; only no line of distinction should be 
drawn between officer and subordinate.

South Carolina Do? 

The primary election tn South Carolina 
today for United Statea senator to succeed 
the late Benjamin R. Tillman, or rather to 
succeed Christie Benet, who was appointed 
by Governor Manning to serve for the few 
weeks’ interim between Senator Tillman's 
death and today’s primary, reminds me of 
the various senatorial contests throughout 
the United States this summer and early 
fall—and their significance aa to party linea 
and particularly as to war-policy affilia- 
tions.

Only Two for Re-election 
In the Insurgent Band. 

- Of the thirty-two senatorial terms that 
expire on the 4th of March, 1919, only two 
of the serving senators in that classifica- 
tion, of either political party, have made 
records as ebstructionists—only two who 
hold membership in that little band of in- 
surgents who have determinedly and mili- 
tantly fought practically every measure ad- 
vanced by the war administration under the 
exigencies of the present crisis. 

These two senators are James K. Varda- 
man, ef Mississippi, and Thomas W. Hard- 
wick, of Georgia. 

The voters of Mississippi have already re- 
pudiated the record of Vardaman, that pri- 
mary having been held a week ago, at which 
time Vardaman was defeated by Congress- 
man Pat Harrison, of the sixth, or Gulfport, 
district—a loyalist whose record has meas- 
ured to the acid test. 

The Georgia primary to determine a suc- 
cessor to Hardwick will be held on the 11th 
of September. 

It is not my purpose here and now to dis- 
cuss the Georgia situation. I am doing that 
every day. 

The defeat of Hardwick, however, will 
mean the breaking, along with Vardaman, al- 


‘ready accomplished, of the backbone of the 


anti-administration forces in the senate. 
The loyalty issue does not arise in any 
other senatorial contest except to an untried 
degree in South Carolina today.

Had Senator Tillman lived, his re-election 
would have been assured, certainly after the 
withdrawal of Congressman Lever from the 
race; and the administration could have had 
no stronger supporter returned to the sixty- 
sixth than the old war horse of naval pre- 
paredness who represented the Palmetto 
State. 

As it is, the election of Blease for the 
long term will not be satisfactory to the ad- 
ministration, and yet he has not been in a 
position to make any kind of a legislative 
or other official reeord since the outbreak 
of the war; hence it cannot be prejudged 
that he will join the obstructionists; nor can 
it be said or believed that he will enter 
heartily into the ranks of the loyalists. Im- 
mediately after the declaration of war he 
spoke vigorously against it. Cole Blease is 
an institution unto himself in South Carolina. 
He is being opposed for the long term by 
Nat B. Dial and James F.. Rice, and the con- 
test today seems to be between Blease and 
Dial. 

The short-term race is between Benet, the 
governor’s appointee, and Thomas H. Peeple 
and W. P. Pollock. | 

South Carolina will vote under the state- 
wide primary system, with a popular vote 
and a majority nomination—the most demo- 
cratic system on the face of the earth. 

If no candidate receives a majority over 
all in the primary today, the two highest for 


each place will run it off—that is all.

Senatorial Contests 
In Various States. 

As to other senatorial contests and their 
party affiliations— 

In Alabama, Senator John H. Bankhead, 
democrat, is unopposed. 

In Arkansas, Senator J. T. Robinson, dem- 
ocrat, is unopposed. 

In Delaware, the state with two United 
States senators and 6nly one member of the 
house of representatives—a state, indeed, 


| with a population in 1910 of less than that 


of the city of Atlanta today—Senator Wil-

W. Waterman and L. C. Phipps, republicans. 

Senator Saulsbury is a brother-in-law of 
the present-day du Pont owners and managers, 
He is president pro tempore of the senate;

alists, and will probably be re-elected, 

There has been considerable talk in Wash- 
ington of Senator Saulsbury not standing for 
re-election on account of business inter- 
ests; but this is not true. He has declared 
that this is the day when personal interests 
must be subordinated to the demands of 
country. :

In Idaho, there is rather a pecyliar situa- 
tion. Two United States senators’ terms of 
office expire next March, one: of whom is a 
democrat and one republican. It will be re- 
called that Senator James H. Brady, of Idaho, 
died in January. The governor appointed 
John F. Nugent, democrat, until the 4th of 
March, 1919. Therefore, the electors of Idaho 
will select a successor to Nugent and also to 
Senator William E. Borah, republican, whose 
regular six-year term.expires with the close 
of the sixty-fifth congress. 

Senator Nugent is standing for re-elec- 
tion for the Brady term, without democratic 
opposition, although Judge J. F, Ailshie is 
the republican opponent. Senator Borah: ‘jis 
opposed by ex-Governor F. N. Goding, repub- 
lican. Instead $f having democratic opposi- 
tion, it is very probable that the democrats 
will give him their nomination. 

The Idaho republican is one of the strong- 
est supporters of the administration war 
policies, and ia, perhaps, the ablest debater 


on the republican side of the senate.

James Ham Lewis 
Is Strongly Opposed. 


In Illinois, Senator James Hamilton Lewis, 
the democratic whip and administration 
mouthpiece, is having no opposition from his 
own party, but the republicans are contest- 
ing the place with Representative Medill Mc- 
Cormick, Representative George Foss and 
William H. Thompson. The republican pri- 
mary nominee against Lewis will probably 
be McCormick. 

Senator Lewis is close to Georgia. While 
he was born in Virginia, he was reared and 
schooled in Georgia, and spent the early 
days of hia young manhood in Savannah. 
Senator Lewis has the remarkable record of 
having served in both houses of congress 
from different states. He first served as con- 
gressman for the state-at-large, from Wash- 
ington; subsequently nfoving to Chicago. He 
is only 49 years of age now. 

- In Iowa, Senator W. 8S. Kenyon, repub- 
lican, is unopposed. 

In Kentucky, Senator Ollie M. James, 
democrat, defeated in primary Judge Burgess 
Betherum, also democrat. Senator James is 
now desperately ill at a hospital in Balti- 
more with Bright’s disease, and even before I 
jeft Washington eight weeks ago it was 
feared in congressional circles that Ollie 


James, big of body and heart and mind, and 
one of the historical types of the southern 
orator, had fought his last battle on the 
floor of the senate. 

There aré almost as many candidates for 
the senate in Kansas as there are candidates 
for congress in the fifth district of Georgia— 
six, to be exact. 

Senator William H. Thompson, democrat, 
is being opposed by George W. Mabie, dem- 
ocrat; and by Governor Arthur Capper, ©x- 
Governor W. R. Stubbs, ex-Senator J, L. Bris- 
tow and C. F. Scott, all republicans. : 

In Louisiana, Senator Joseph E. Ransdell, 
democrat, has been opposed by ex-Governor 
J. H. Overton and Edward J. Gray, both 
democrats. ; 

In Maine, Senator Fernald, republican, has 
no opposition in his own party, but is being 
opposed by E. E. Newbury, democrat. 

In Massachusetts, Senator John W. Weeks, 
republican, is being opposed by Governor 
Samuel W. McCall, republican, and John F. 
Fitzgerald, democrat. It will be recalled that 
Fitzgerald, of Boston, was a long while a 
prominent figure on the floor of the house.

I often think 
that if you could prescribe a few dozen con- 
centrated capsules of GRIT for your fat 
readers, along with the valuable dietetic 
suggestions you give them, a great many 
husbands would have occasion to stay at 
home nights.” 

That is pretty severe on the husbands, 
though it will no doubt cheer up skinny 
wives, if’ any there be in that sad predica- 
ment. But it strikes the nail on the head. 

Qnly the other day, when I was trying 
a few doses of my own medicine—a very un- 
professional thing to do, I must admit—it 
seemed an endless time between drinks. 
Skimmed milk never seemed so light in body 
and so cold and cheerless as it did when 
there was nothing else to eat. And I thought, 
now, if I were a fat woman I suppose Il 
should grow panicky and rush to the table 
and fill myself up with food. There was 
food in the house, and folks enjoying it, I 
had lots of work to.do and needed energy 
to do it. In the course of my arduous pro- 
fessional duties I could not tell whether 
I was to be exposed to smallpox, typhoid 
fever, or whatnot, with my stomach empty, 
comparatively. But I was not a fat woman, 
so I stuck to Karrell. And as soon as I 
put my mind on my work I forgot the vast 
void within. There was no danger of starva- 
tion for three weeks at least. So why be a 
fat woman—or even a fat man? I am not 
pro-German and I shall not carry a pro- 
German paunch, not while it lies within my 
power to eat or Karrell as I please.

Fear of*the dire consequences of starva- 
tion or rather fear of the imaginary dan- 
gers of fasting is precisely what makes 80 
many people put on superfluous weight and 
keep it for the brief span of life ahead of 
them. This fear is natural, instinctive to 
the animal nature, and so hard to down. In 
a past age when man’s chief business was 
foraging for food the fear of starvation was 
protective and good for him. But today it is 
mostly a detriment to the happiness, health 
and longevity of the race. :

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SPEED UP THE WAR. 


URGES ROOSEVELT 


Colonel-Also Wants Amer- 
ica to Prepare to Defend 
Self After Peace—Indus- 
trial Problems to B 
Solved. “ 


Springfield, Tll., August 26.—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt, in an addreas here 
today, called for “speeding up the war 
program, preparation for universal 
military training and for solving social 
and industrial problems to come with 
peace.” He spoke at the Illinois Cen- 
tennial Statehood exposition, which 
closed tonight at the state fair grounds, 
It was estimated that approximately 
20,000 persons heard the _ colonel’s 
speech. 

“The two great needs of the mo- 
ment,” He said, “are to insist upon 
thorough-going and absolute Ameri- 
canism throughout this land, to speed 
up the war; and secondarily to these 
needs come the needs of beginning 
even now to make ready, to prepare 
for the tasks that are to come after the 
war, the task of preparing so that 
never again ehall war find us 
helpless, and the task. of preparing 
for the social and industrial problems 
which this earth-shaking conflict of 
giants will leave in its ruinous wake. 

100 Per Cent Americanism. 


e ‘To insist upon thorough-going, 100 


per cent Americanism among all our 
people is merely another way of say- 
ing that we insist upon being a na- 
tion proud of our national past and 
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| put into the 
, plish. 


field in driblets, can never 
accom We have a much larger 
population and much greatér natural 
resources than Germany or than France 
and England combined. 

“Therefore, by next spring, we should 
have thousands of our own field guns, 
and scores of thousands of our own 
airplanes at the front, and an enormous 
ship tonnage itn which to ferry across 
the ocean so many troops that by April 
we may have 4,000,000 trained fighting 
men at the front, not counting non- 
combatants and reserves. The age lim- 
its for the draft should be greatly 
increased and the exemptions greatly 
diminished.” 


Some Industrial Problems. 


Colonel Roosevelt enumerated some 
of the industrial problems that must 
solved. He advocated co-operation 
among individuals and control by the 
government to help business men suc- 
ceed, but demanded a fair division o? 
Sls among all concerned. ork- 
ngmen, he said, should have their right 
insured to collective. action, includ- 
ing collective bargaining. In a very 
real sense, he said, they should be 
made partners in the business with a 
share in the profits and, at least albng 
certain lines a share in the control. 
But there must be no limiting of pro- 
duction, no reduction of the efficiency 
of the skillful and hard-workingmen 
to the plane of the shiftless and iner- 
ficient. 

Insuring the rights of the farmer, he 
declared, should be a cardinal feature 
of the national policy. The farmer 
should be enabled to own his own 
farm. The national agricultural de- 
partment, he urged, should be com- 
pletely reorganized and its activities 
made more productive. Legislation to 
make the working farmer a land owner 
should be at once enacted. 

“Drastic action should be taken,” 
said Colonel Roosevél 
purchase of agricultural land for spec- 
ulative purposes. System of marketing 
must be developed so as to do away 
with the hold-up methods that, in so 
many places, still obtain. There must 
be co-operation on a large scale among 
the farmers in marketing their prod- 
ucts.”’ 


No Heavy Casualties _— 
In 326th Regiment, 
Asserts Abe Goldman 


“Our bunch came out all O. K., and 
we are anxious to go in again!” So 


confident of our future as the greatest! , rot. Abe Goldman, an Atlanta boy, 


of the nations of’ mankind; for if we 
permit our people to be split into a 
score of different nationalities, each 
speaking a different language and each 
paying its real soul homage to some 
national ideal overseas, we shall not 
be a nation at all, but merely a poly- 
glot boarding house; and nodody feels 
much loyalty to a polyglot boarding 
house or is proud to belong to It. 

“We are not internationalists. We 
are American nationalists. We in- 
tend to do‘ justice to all other nations. 
But in the last four years the pro- 
fessed internationalists, like the pro- 
found pacifists, have played the game 
of brutal German autocracy; the game 
of militaristic and capitalistic tyran- 
ny, which now absolutely rules the 
Prussianized Germany of the Hohen- 
zollerns. American pacifism has been 
the tool and ally of German miltarism, 
and has represented, and always will 
represent, deep disloyalty to our be- 
loved ‘country. 

‘For the moment the pacifists and in- 
ternationalists and pro-Germans dare 
not be noisy. But let our people be- 
ware of them as soon as the peace 
negotiations begin and from that 
time onward. They have worked 
together in the past, and they 
will work together in the future, the 
pro-Germans furnishing the most pow- 
erful and most sinister element of the 
combination, while the pacifists and 
the internationalists prance in the fore- 
ground and furnish the rhetoric. 

“Let our people remember that for 
the two and a half years before we en- 
tered the war, the pacifists clamor- 
ously insisted that if we kept unpre- 
pared we would avoid war. Well, we 
tried the experiment. We kept com- 
pletely unprepared. Even after we 
broke off diplomatic relations with 
Germany we refused to make the 
slightest preparation. And, neverthe- 
less, we drifted into the war. Pacif- 
ism and unpreparedness never keep a 
nation out of war. They invite war, 
and they insure that if war comes it 
shall be costly and long drawn out 
and bloody. 

Don’t Trust Pacifists. 

“Let us remember this when the 
peace comes. Don’t trust the pacifists; 
they are the enemies of righteousness. 
Don’t trust the internationalists; they 
are the enemies of nationalism and 
Americanism. 

“When peace comes let us‘accept any 
reasonable proposal, whether calling 
for a league of nations or for any other 
machinery, which we can, in good faith, 
act upon, and which does really offer 
some chance of lessening the number 
of future wars and diminishing their 


area. But let us never forget that any 
promise that such a league or other 
piece of machinery will definitely do 
away with war is either sheer nonsense 
or rank hypocrisy. 

“Let us rest our strength on an army 
which shall consist not of a special 
caste, but of the people themselves; 


on an army produced by the universal 


obligatory training of all our young 
men some time between the ages of 
19 and 21. 

“This is for the future. Our imme- 
diate duty is to win the war. We must 
speed up the war to the limit. We 
must try to finish it at the earliest 
possible moment, but be resolved to 
finish it, no matter how long it takes. 
We must insist on the peace of com- 
plete and ot Rodacte oe ype J victory. We 
must remember that a huge army, put 
in the field at one time, will accom-

“Night before last we returned from 
the trenches where we have stayed for 
eight days, and now are on a rest for 
a little while. I’m happy to say that 
our bunch came out O.K.,and we are 


now anxious to go in again—just for 
excitement. 

“T wish I could tell you of our ex- 
periences for the last couple of months, 
but I doubt whether the censor would 
pass it. Word reached us from At- 
lanta that rumors were spread about 
our regiment—the fighting 326th—suf- 
fering heavy losses on the English and 
French fronts. 

“Well, I wish to say we were never 
engaged in action on the above fronts. 
The first time we were sent to action 
was on the American sector only a 
month ago, and the boys came out with 
only a very few losses. 

“The fighting 326th is too wise for 
the enemy. Captain Williams lost his 
life when he was sent on an experience 
trip to the front, back of which we 
were held in reserve. 

“I'm all right and@feeling fine. We 
boys are making the best of everything, 
having shows once in a while at our 
Y.M.C. A. Occasionally the “Y girls 
pay us a visit and sing for us. We 
are all of the opinion that the war will 
soon end, and already see a weaken’na 
of the enemy. A few more months an 
you may see me in Atlanta. 


Sleuths Are Needed 
To Track Malarial 
Mosquitoes to Lairs 


WANTED—Atlantans to act as 
detectives and report the breeding 
places of malaria-carrying mosqui- 
toes. 

That’s the plea of the United States 
public health service, on the fourth 
floor, Rhodes building. ‘We're fight- 
ing mosquitoes right and left,” declared 
Lieutenant Evans, in charge of the 
anti-malarial division of the serv- 
ice, “but we need the_ co-operation 
of Atlanta’s citizens. If the people 
will report to us any stagnant pools, 
rain barrels, or other breeding places 
of the mosquito, we'll be ‘tickled to 
death’ to make an investigation imme- 
diately.” 

The. public health service has just 
prepared and sent to Washington a 
schedule involving the expenditure of 
$41,000 during the next fiscal year, for 
the purpose of fighting the mosquito in 
Atlanta and vicinity. Last year $50,- 
000 was expended for this purpose by 
the service. 

It has been found that the most dan- 
gerous.. malaria-carrying mosquito 
breeds ap hegg ere J in ponds, stagnant 
pools, rain barrels and similar places. 
The ordinary top minnow feeds upon 
this species of mosquito, and is, there- 
fore, one of the service’s most highly~ 
valued allies. In this connection it is 
significant to note that an expert from 
the bureau of fisheries, at Washington, 
who recently made a comprehensive in- 
vestigation in this vicinity, found no 
trace of these top minnows in the Chat- 
tahoochee river, or its tributaries. It 
is stated, however, that a number of 
the minnows were found in waters lo- 
cated some ~ er teenage Bens 
city. Many o eé minno 
being transferred to the Chattahoochee 
river and to ponds and stagnant pools 
in and around the city. 

The health service also has a large 
force of men actively engaged in drain- 
age work, and in oiling stagnant wa- 
ters. If the citizens will’ co-operate 
with them, they promise to virtually 
wipe out the mosquito from Atlanta and 
vicinity.

‘If the folks at home could only 
realize the suffering of the people 
over there they would “wake up!” says

“over there’ to his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. W. Mashburn, 324 Grant street. 
The elder Mashburn is a member of the 
Atlanta police force. Young Mashburn 
who is now only 18 years of age; has 
been in the army for two years, having 
volunteered when he was 16 for active 
service on the Mexican border. He is 
chauffeur for a colonel in the 82d di- 
vision, headquarters troops,A.E.F. A 
portion of the letter follows:: 

“The time I am having now, and the 
life I am going through with can only 
be beat-by the same thing in the U. S. 
A. I am absolutely satisfied, except 
for being away from you folks. 

“The country here is the pretties I[ 
have ever seen, and I don’t blame 
the French for fighting for it. If 
the folks at home could realize the 
suffering of the people over here, they 
would wake up. Why, just think of a 
country the size of France with scarce- 
ly a village where the people can go 
to sleep in any peace, secure from the 
bombs and shells of Fritz. 

“Here in France every man—not just 
a few, but every man—who is fit, is in 
a uniform. Small boys from 14 years 
up have been notified at what stage of 
the game they will be needed. 

“T haven’t seen but one job over here 
that I like better than mine. I want 
to pilot an aeroplane. I have a lot of 
wonderful stories to tell you about 
American aviators when I get back. 

‘T am writing this letter on the 4th 
of July. There are fireworks over 
here, but not the kind you are used to. 
Every time someone over here fires a 
cracker, someone else cashes in for 
good. 

“The war situation is looking en- 
couraging over here, and we are expect- 
ing some great changes soon.”

FOURTH REGIMENT TEAM 


STAND AS ARRANGED 


| 
Cincinnati, August 26.—August Herr- 


mann, chairman of the national tbase- 


ball commission, issued a statement 
here today relative to ‘the complaint 
made by President Frazee, of the Bos- 
ton Americans, over the arrangements 
for the coming world’s series. Chair- 
man Herrmann said that contrary to 
Mr. Frazee’s idea, a coin had been 
tossed to decide which league should 
have the honor of the first game, and 
likewise that an agreement had been 
reached between the National and 
American leagues to the effect that 
whatever league won the toss, the first 
three games would be played in the 
city of that league, while the other 
four, if it is necessary to play that 
many, will be played in the city of the 
opposite league. Chairman Herrmann’s 
statement follows: 

“Had Mr. Frazee waited until he had 
recetved his official bulletin with re-{ 
spect to the matter, possibly nothing 
would have been said by him. The 
schedule, as arranged, was made by 
the national commission as an entirety, 
and not by Mr. Johnson. 

“The first thought we had in mind 
was to conserve transportation, and 
for that teason it was agreed that 
whatever league won the toss, that the 
first three games would be played in 
the city of such league, and the other 
four games, if it is necessary to play 
that many, in the city of the opposite 
league. 

‘Mr. Bruce, acting for the commis- 
sion, tossed the coin. Mr. Heydler 
called ‘heads’ and won. Therefore, the 
first three games ‘were assigned to the 
city in the National league, where the 
pennant-winning club is located, but 
the other four, if it is necessary to play 
all of them, in the American league 
city. 

“The schedule, as arranged, will be 
carried out, regardless of whether it 
suits Mr. Frazee or not.” 


No Change in Plans. 


Chicago, August 26.—There will be 
no change in the schedule for the 
world’s series, unless Harry H. Frazee, 
president of the Boston club, who pro- 
tested against its alleged unfairness, 
obtains the consent of the war depart- 
ment to arrange special trains, Presi- 
dent Johnson, of the American league, 
said tonight. 

President Johnson, himself a member 
of the national commission, which ar- 
ranged the schedule, said it was drafted 
with the distinct object of conforming 
with the government's transportation 

roblems. 

. ‘However, I wired Mr. Frazge that 
the commission might consider rear- 
ranging it if he got the permission of 
the war department to run trains as 
he suggested. 

“Tt was our idea to conserve trans- 
portation in every way possible. We 
decided to abolish the special trains 
for the clubs this vear, and also op- 
posed special trains for the usual 
crowd of rooters. We are even dis- 
couraging Chicagoans from making the 
trio to Boston.” 

The suggestion of the commission 
that players donete 10 per cent of their 
share of the series’ receipts to war 
‘charities met with vrompt action with 
members of the Chicago club, cham- 
pions of the National league, who 
unanimously voted to comply with the 
suggestion. 

BrastGeet Johneon said he would do- 
nate the $250 allotted him by the com- 
mission for his persona] expenses to 
the charity fund. 

Frasee Satisfied. 


Boston, August 26.—Harry H. Frazee, 

resident of the Boston American 

ague Baseball club, said tir at he 
was satisfied with the explanation of 
the world’s series arrangement made 
by President Ban B. Johnson. He added 
that he was now willing to go on with 
the series as arranged. In a statement 
last night Mr. Frazee protested against 
the playing of the first three games 
in icago on the ground that it was 
not fair to Boston.

‘Only Obstacle to,Completion' 
- of Revenue Bill—Heavy 


Washington, August 26.—Differences 
between the treasury and the house 
ways and meafs committee as to the 
leving of'a’3 per cent differential on 
unearned incomes appeared tonight to 
be the only obatacle to completion of 
the drafting of the revenue bill de- 
signed to raise $8,000,000,000 by taxa- ) 
tion in the present fiscal year. Steps 
toward bringing about an agreement 
between the committee and the treas- 
ury were considered at a conference 
today between Chairman Kitchin and 
Secretary McAdoo. Another conference 
will be held tomorrow. Because of 
the temporary disagreement, Mr. Kitch- 
in tonight indicated that the committee 
might not be able to report the bill 
to the house before Friday instead of 
Thursday as had been planned. 

Coincident with negotiations started 
in the senate between prohibition and 
anti-prohibition leaders to postpone the 
effective date of the war-time national 
prohibition measure to be taken up 
soon, provisions of the revenue bill 
dealing with xes on intoxicating 
liquors became known. 

Sessions of the committee today were 
marked by an attempt by Representa- 
tive Moore, republican, of Pennsylva- 
nia, to attach to the bill an amend- 
ment authorizing the appointment of a 
joint congressional committee to co- 
operate with the president in eliminat- 


ing waste and extravagance in the 
couduct of the war. The plan, which 
would have authorized a joint commit- 
tee of six members of the senate and 
seven members of the house to confer 
with the president and heads of de- 
partments on all matters relating to 
war expenditures reporting to con- 
gress, was rejected by the committee 
vy a strict party vote. 


Unearned Income Differential. 


In the controversy on the ynearned 
income differential, Secretary McAdoo 
has contended that failure to make the 
nhormal taxes as high as 12 per cent 
on earned incomes and 15 per cent on 
unearned incomes, the former rate be- 
ing derived from labor and personal ex- 
ertion, may imperil the success of the 
next Liberty Loan. The committee 
has fixed tne rates at 10 and 13 per 
cent, but it has been stated opinion 
is against writing into the bill any pro- 
visions which might endanger the Lib- 
erty Loan. Both the treasury and the 
committee are understood to have 
agreed that the differential is not to 
apply to incomes below $4,000 or above 
$24,000. 

“The committee discussed a number 
of things today, including a provision 
regarding inadmissible assets in the cal- 
culation of capital under the excess 
profits tax,” Chairman Kitchin said at 
the close,jof the session. “Inadmissible 
assets include stocks and bonds other

which income and dividends are not 
used in computing invested capital.”
